This release is comprised of documents from 
Headquarters' files pertaining to the following subjects:* 

The Invaders , Memphis Sanitation Workers Strike, James 
Earl Ray, Judge Preston Battle, James H. Lesar and The 
Committee to Investigate Assassinations. In addition, 
various references pertaining to these subjects appeared 
in other files and were accordingly processed and included 
in this release. Main files pertaining to yourself and 
Mr. Lesar are being processed elsewhere pursuant to your 
respective separate requests for same. This release 
concludes the processing of all Headquarters' files which 
are responsive to your December 23, 1975, Freedom of 
Information Act (FOIA) request. Interim releases will 
continue to be made until all referrals, appeals or other 
related matters are resolved. 

A search of the Electronic Surveillance Indices 
conducted by the FBI revealed that James Earl Ray, James H. { 

Lesar, Judge Preston Battle or yourself were never the j 

subject of an electronic surveillance conducted by this 
Bureau. Furthermore, a review of our files revealed no 
information to indicate that any of you were ever the 
subject of any form of surveillance conducted by this 
Bureau. 



Information concerning the numerous other individ- 
uals listed in your request can only be released pursuant 
to the submission of their notarized signatures authorizing 
same. It is noted that a considerable amount of information 
pertaining to some of these persons and their relation 
to the Murkin investigation, which is considered to be 
of a public nature, has been released during the course 
of processing the Headquarters' Murkin file. 

Documents currently being released consist of 
1,934 pages. Pursuant to the $.06 per page duplication 
fee as establised by the Department of Justice, the amount 
due for this material is $116.04. Please remit a check 
in the amount of $116.04, made payable to the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation in payment of these fees.

In response to your letter dated July 28, 1977, 
the following information is set forth. All crime scene 
photographs which were located at Headquarters have been 
made available to you with the exception of the Time- 
Life photographs which were denied. Also, all. laboratory 
documents in the Murkin file were perused in order to 
locate those dealing with ballistics, spectrography or 
the examination of cigarette butts. All those labora- 
tory ..documents pertaining to these examinations were 
released to you. The Laboratory Division has advised 
that they no longer retain any Murkin documents which 
were not sent to file. It is possible that a specific 
document may have inadvertently been overlooked in the 
process of reviewing more than 3,000 pages of laboratory 
documents in the effort to extract only those relating 
to your specific request. However, due diligence was 
employed in this review, and it is felt unlikely that 
such an oversight occurred. If, from your knowledge, 
you can direct us toward specific documents, every effort 
will be made to locate such documents and provide them 
to you . x 



Also included in this release are two pages 
showing an artist's sketch of a suspect and duplicated 
copies of three photographs of Dr. Prosch. Additionally, 
Serial 4003 is being released pursuant to the Department 
of Justice appeal review. We are also returning to you 
at this time more legible copies of those worksheets which 
you had requested. There are no fees assessed for the 
release of these pages. 

We are currently processing the Memphis Field 
Office files which pertain to the various subjects of 
your December 23, 1975, FOIA request. This material will 
be' released to you periodically after processing is 
completed and the Department of Justice has conducted 
its appeal review of each proposed release. 

We anticipate that we will begin the release 
of Memphis documents within the next two weeks. 

Your patience and cooperation are appreciated.
